During the 1915 battle for 
Okinawa Fern served as a crew¬ 
man on the USS Laffey, a de¬ 
stroyer assigned to the danger¬ 
ous mission of acting as a radar 
picket to warn of the approach 
of Kamikazes, Japanese suicide 
planes, to the Okinawa beach¬ 
head. 

On April 1(1 the Laffey en¬ 
countered forty Kamikazes. Fern 
and his shipmates shot down 22 
in a morning-long action, break¬ 
ing the main strength of the 
third general suicide attack 
aimed at Okinawa. Five enemy 
pilots, managed to hit the ship, 
badly damaging it, but Fern and 
other crewmen overcame fires, 
flooding, and” other damage to 
bring the Laffey to a safe an¬ 
chorage, 

TYPHOON OF STEEL, which 
devotes a chapter to the Laf¬ 
fey’s ordeal, is the first book on 
the Okinawa battle intended es¬ 
pecially for the general reader. 
Author James H. Belote heads 
the history department at Prin¬ 
cipal College, Elsah, Ill. His 
brother and co-author, William 
M. Belote, is a professor of his¬ 
tory at the U.S. Naval Academy, 
Annapolis. Both are World War 
II veterans.

You Can Still Cut Your 
Own Christmas Tree 


Not too many years ago you 
could strike out into almost any 
woods and cut your own Christ¬ 
mas tree — sometimes legally, 
more often not. 

Today, you can still do at — 
but now it will be a tree culti¬ 
vated for the purpose, and, for a 
small fee, you will be taking it 
with the grower’s blessing, says 
the Mass. Dept, of Agriculture. 

Some time this weekend, bun¬ 
dle up the kids, visit one of the 
Bay State’s Christmas tree plan¬ 
tations, and choose and cut your 
own tree. 

If this sounds like too much 
work, most roadside and farm 
stands have excellent selections i 
of the popular balsam firs and 1 
•Scotch pines ready to take home, 
as well as wreaths and greens 
in enormous variety. 

More than a million trees came 
into Massachusetts last year 
from Ontario and the Maritime 
provinces, and better than a 
quarter million more from 
Maine. Value of the crop sold 
here is three to four million 
dollars ... a substantial sum for 
a_ short season. 

To be sure an already cut tree 
is fresh and will remain so for 
•the holiday season, lift it and 


strike the butt sharply on the 
ground. A shower of needles will 
tell you * the tree has begun to 
dry out, and is not worth buy¬ 
ing. Pull a couple of needls — 
the more they resist, the fresher 
the tree. Cheek the butt; oozing 
sap indicates freshness. Of 
course you should keep the tree 
moist while in use. 

Prices continue reasonable this 
season. Rule of thumb seems to 
remain roughly a dollar per foot 
of height.

Christmas — A Day That Endures 


Researchers have come, up with some interesting backgrounds 
on Christmas customs that add depth and meaning to the most 
momentous of all holidays. Many historians believe that Christmas 
may have had its origins in ancient Greek and Roman festivities to 
observe the midwinter change of seasons. The use of greenery at 
•Christmas also grew out of ancient Greek and Roman customs. The 
celebration of Christ began in the third century but was not olTicially 
sanctioned until a century later when Pope Julius 1 authorized an 
investigation to determine Christ’s probable birth date, which led to 
the selection of December 25. On that date, in 863 A.D., the Feast 
of the Nativity was first observed in Rome. 

Other Christmas customs originated in many lands over the 
centuries. The traditional mistletoe branch began with the ancient 
Druids, who believed the plant had the power to miraculously cure 
disease and counteract poisons. The decorating of Christmas trees 
began in the eighth century when St. Boniface persuaded the pagans 
to adorn fir trees in their homes in tribute to the Christ Child. A 
fourth-century bishop of Turkey, Saint Nicholas, was the real-life 
predecessor of Santa Claus.

monthly installments, the lend¬ 
er might offer him the choice of 
the add-on or the discounted re¬ 
payment plan... 

Under the add-on plan the bor¬ 
rower would agree to pay a fi¬ 
nance charge of $0 per §100 at 
10.89Cl annual percentage rate, 
a total of §100. Under the dis¬ 
counted plan the borrower would 
still pay a finance charge of §0. 
However, this §0 would he sub¬ 
tracted from the §100 he bor¬ 
rowed and the lender would give 
him only $94. In this case the an¬ 
nual percentage rate is slightly 
higher — 11.580-. 

Since the “truth-in-lending” 
law requires that the finance 
charges and the annual percent¬ 
age rates be clearly printed on 
the contracts, the borrower could 
quickly make his choice of bor¬ 
rowing plan on the basis of how 
much cash he needs and how 
much interest he is willing to 
pay. 

This law applies to credit ex¬ 
tended to individuals for the pur¬ 
chase of personal, family, or 
household goods when a finance 
charge is imposed or when four 
or more installments are speci¬ 
fied. This law also applies to re¬ 
tail credit purchases and per¬ 
sonal cash loans. 

Before you sign a credit con¬ 
tract for your holiday buying, 
you should be sure to under¬ 
stand the terms of the contract. 
You should check to make sure 
the contract has no blank spaces, 
and should ask for a copy of the 
signed agreement. 
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tract before they “sign on the 
dotted line.” The Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Division of my office re¬ 
minds Massachusetts residents 
who need extra money for the 
holidays to keep in mind the 
provisions of the “trulh-in-lend- 
ing” laws. 

CERTAIN 1N FOR M ATI()N 

Under the terms of the “truth- 
in-lending” laws, certain figures 
must be printed conspicuously in 
any advertisement offering credit 
or in any contract for a loan, 
installment agreement, or charge 
account. The finance charge and 
the annual percentage rate are 
the two most important required 
figures. 

The finance charge is the total 
cost of the loan in dollars and 
cents — how much extra the bor¬ 
rower will pay as interest, loan 
fee, or service charge. The an¬ 
nual percentage rate is the per¬ 
cent of the cash price that is 
added on each year as the fi¬ 
nance charge. 

COMPARISON SHOP 

The finance charge and the 
percentage rate allow consumers 
to compare contracts when ap¬ 
plying for loans or credit pur¬ 
chases. 

If a person were borrowing 
$100 to be repaid in twelve

Now We Understand 

Many of us tend to think “pro¬ 


vincial" perhaps because such 
thinking can produce an attitude 
o: independence. We want Aga¬ 
wam for Agawam's sake and we 
want to feel score in the belief 
that we can be successful based 
solely on our own merits. 

There was a time when such 
a philosophy could have pre¬ 
vailed and when we could have 
been self sustaining within our 
own territorial limits, but per¬ 
haps the situation has changed 
with the times.. It could well lie 
that the complexities of a 1970 
municipality encumber us with 
problems so engrossing that their 
solution could best be attained 
on an area basis rather than con¬ 
tinuing to confine them to local 
administration. 

This was my impression when 
we met with Mayor Freedman 
and the Selectmen of several 
Towns contiguous to Springfield 
in the Mayor’s office last week. 
Temporarily at least the Mayor 
chose to call the group the 
“Greater Springfield • Elected 
Council.” It was that this group 
of administrators would direct 
their respective specialists in 
particular categories to meet in 
council to propose how problems 
mutual to this territorial group 
might solve these problems on a 
mutual basis. 

I am sure that you have been 
alerted to many of these prob¬ 


lems through local newspapers 
i or your own daily experiences. 
What we. as a Town, want to lie 
assured is that a mutual solu¬ 
tion of each would offer us sub¬ 
stantial benefits. 

We might think cautiously that 
within our Town limits we have 
seme “naturals” that these other 
Towns would like to own. I refer 
primarily to the fact the largest 
potential waste disposal site in 
the entire area is located within 
our limits. This site now houses 
our own disposal area as well as 
that of Springfield. Further, the 
Town of West Springfield dumps 
just over the line and is about to 
propose crossing it. Remember 
too that the area’s waste dispos¬ 
al plant is in Agawam and that 
an even larger one is planned for 
the near future. Are we sure that 
we aren’t being “used”? 

So much, for the present, on 
one side of the ledger.. . what 
about the debit side? Could we as 
a single Town support our own 
secondary sewage disposal plant? 
Yes, we could, but our consult¬ 
ing engineers advise us that it 
would mean a much larger sum 
per year than it would to use a 
plant bnilt and operated by 
Springfield. So it is apparent 
that it is economical to join with 
others. 

As the ‘ population explosion 
| continue, we shall have need for 
some method of solid waste dis- 


; posal. It is readily agreed that 
| no average Town can afford a 
multi-million dollar incinerator 
: and so if incineration is the un- 
i swer then it is a “must” that 
we join forces with others. 

Our water supply is not our 
own. We are presently dependent 
on others to contribute. Sure we 
pay for it, but records show we 
do not lose in the operation. 

We have a grand “Recreation¬ 
al Park” potential in Robinson 
State Park, but we are not using 
it intensively. Instead many of 
us, with our out of town guests, 

' enjoy the privileges of Spring- 
field's Forest Park without pay¬ 
ing a fee. 

We can add that we have no 
Hospital nor a Medical Center 
and so we depend on others to 
make provisions for us. 

There are many other areas 
wherein mutual assistance can 
be an asset. The City of Chicopee 
supplies cells, when necessary, 
for our female prisoners; the 
City of Springfield offers a Po¬ 
lice Academy; the Towns of West 
Springfield and Suffiold offer 
“mutual aid” to our Fire De¬ 
partment. 

It should be obvious that many 
forms of mutual assistance lias 
helped us these past years. Is 
there need for more? 

Our local Bus Service is in 
jeopardy. Mutual assistance 
migl*t help to save it. We are of 
the opinion that any community 
is morally obligated to provide 
public transit service for it’s citi¬ 
zens and as your administration, 
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we are trying to save it with and 
application for Federal assist¬ 
ance if necessary. 

Drug abuse is not solely a lo¬ 
cal problem, mutual community 
assistance could assit in retarda¬ 
tion. 

Data processing is here to stay 
but again its complexity limits 
its use in smaller communities 
due to its high costs. If forces 
could join, machine costs per 
capita would decline and inten¬ 
sity of service could be attained. 

In the matter of bargaining 
with unionized personnel each 
Town is “played against the oth¬ 
er” to increase salary and bene¬ 
fits. Universality could be gained 
by Mutual Council assistance. 

Recreation and conservation 
is a complex society are no long¬ 
er local problems and might bet¬ 
ter be adjusted and improved on 
a mutual basis. 

In summary I would conclude 
that although we might seem to 
lose in some instances, we gain 
in many others when we refuse 
to draw a curtain around the 
borders of our Town and reject 
the mutual assistance others are 
apparently willing to offer.

Many veterans who served in 
the armed forces between Jan. 
31, 1955 and March 3, 1966 may 
not realize they are eligible for 
educational benefits, the Veter¬ 
ans Administration commented 
today. 

Administrator of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs Donald E. Johnson noted 
that the current G.I. Bill was not 
enacted until March 3, 1966. But 
he explained that “the law’s pro-

visions cover veterans who served | 
after Jan. 31, 1955 as well as | 
those who served since the law i 
was passed.” 

“To be eligible for education-1 
al benefits,” he pointed out, 
“these veterans must have been 
released under other than dis¬ 
honorable conditions after more ! 
than 180 days of active military ' 
duty, any part of it after Jan. 
31, 1955.” 

“Or, they must have been re-1 
leased for a service-connected; 
disability,” he added. 

Johnson also expressed con- 1 
cern that an undertermined num¬ 
ber of wives and widows of de¬ 
ceased veterans or veterans to¬ 
tally disabled by service-connect¬ 
ed' injuries may be missing out 
on educational benefits. 

He noted a law passed in 1956 
extended educational assistance 
to children of such veterans as 
far back as the Spanish Ameri¬ 
can War. 

“Wives and widows did not be¬ 
come eligible until the law was 
amended in December 1968 and 
many may not be aware of the 
change,” Johnson explained. 

. He urged veterans interested 
in training — especially those 
who served between Jan. 31, 
1955 and March 3, 1966 — as 
well as wives, widows and chil¬ 
dren of deceased or totally dis¬ 
abled veterans to contact their 


| nearest VA office if they are in- 
j terested in educational benefits.
